Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative and examiner discussed the specifics of 
the motivation that was used in making the rejection based upon the Mohsen et al. reference. The examiner continued 
to assert the previous motivational statement as made in the rejection, while applicants representative suggested that 
Mohsen et al. altered the mitochondrial peptide portion of the disclosed protein and that this was contrary to that of the 
instant inventors who mutated the enzyme portion of the disclosed protein. The examiner stated that while he 
welcomed applicants argument, that he did not find it persuasive as presented during the course of this telephone 
conversation, because the examiner did not feel that the specific portion of a protein that is mutated, so as to increase 
expression in E. coli was important, is important, but merely that a portion that is translated is important. Applicants 
representative expressed the desire to further argue this issue in the form of a written response that would be forth 
coming. 
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
